School 


Lasts Whole Week 


Pursuing its usual policy of aid- 
ing the settlers along its line, the 
C.P.R. is going to very consider- 
able expense to hold an Agricultural 
School at Strathmore during the 
coming February. Professor W. J. 
Elliott, Superintendent of Agricul- 
ture of the C.P.R., has been quiet- 
ly working for some time to organ- 
ize one of the biggest Agricultural 
Schools that has ever been attempt- 
ed in this district. This school will 
likely last an entire week and will 
be held some time in the beginning 
of February. Definite dates will be 
given later. It is purposed to con- 
duct aregular school for old and 
young, for both men and women, 
| for boys and girls. 

Mr Elliott has just had a conter- 
ence with Hon. Duncan Marshall, 
with a view to securing the co-oper- 
jation of the Provincial agricultural 
torces for this week. Mr Marshall 
| expressed himself as very glad in- 
deed to co-operate in this manner, 
so that something big will be the 
| result. 

The work wili consist of practical 
demonstrations in horse, cattle, 
sheep and hog judging, practical 

grain judging, weed seed identifica- 
| tion, practical talks on irrigation 
| alfalfa roots, soil handling, and 
| many other phases of agriculture, 

Tne best men that can be ob- 
tained in the country will be secured 
for this work. Protessor Atkinson, 
jof Montana, has been engaged to 
talk on irrigation and alfalfa. 
Three palace cars of the best horses 
cattle, and sheep in the Province 
will come for the stock judging. 
| An immense tent will be erected for 
|some ot the work, while as much 
as possible will be held in one of 
the new greenhouses on the Demon- 
stration Farm, The Demonstration 
Farm will give a free lunch each 
ygen tor those who attend, and 
free horse feed will also be provided 

Special arrangements will be 
made so that all those from Shep- 
ard, Langdon, Cheadle, Namaka, 
Gleichen, and Bassino, will be able 
to arrive in time for the work each

Toronto.—In its financial summary 
The Globe says: At the opening of 
1911, a distinct contrast between com- 
merece in Canada and in the United 
States is presented. A prospect of 
trade depression exists across the 
line, but in this country there is a 
jubilant note. Polities have not up- 
set business in Canada and the wealth 
of the country was increased materi- 
through its harvest, which taking 
country as a whole was extraord- 
y large, through its suecessful 
borrowing abroad wuich amounted to 
$180,600,000 and through the large 
amount of capital introduced by the 
new population and by direct invest- 
ment, and the increased yield of «gri- 
cultural products in other parts of 
Canada amply compensated for the 
decline in the crop. 

The West report adds that the agri- 
cultural situation is the best in the 
west. There hes been prepared for 
crop 3,527,000 acres of land, compared 
with 2,170,000 acres a year ago. 

Saskatchewan and Alberta farmors 
have completed two-thirds of their 
fall plowing. The winter wheat in 
Alberta wes never so promising and 
the acreage under crop there 1s 107,- 
000, compared with 98,000 in 1909. Lor 
the harvesting of western crop this 
year, 99,000 self binders were required 
and 27,000,600 pounds of binder twine 
used, 

The report adds that the countries 
government, corporation and munici- 
pal borrowings amounted to $215,3%2,- 
000 as compared with $20,000,000 in 
1909, 

The report states that the total im- 


migration for the year was in the 
neighborhood of 825,000 and while 
fully half of this was for the west, 


there are still 200,000 homesteads open 
for the farmer, and new districts will 


be available for further settl+omeant, 
with 1,600 miles of new railway in 
1911, 


GIGANTIC COUP BY J. J. HILL 
Intrepid Railway Man Has Got Pos- 
session of Western Pacific 
Railway 
Portland, Ore.—James J. Hill now 
owns the Western Pacifie railway. 
The news was conveyed here the 
other day by information of the incor- 
poration of the United Properties Co., 
of California, which is said to have 
over $200,0°0,000 behind it. This goes 
far to prove the fact which has been 
a supposition in railway circles for 
some weeks that Mr. Hill has ecquir- 

ed control of the Western Pacific. 

Starting with the eonsolidation of 
Key Route, Oakland Triction and 
Lewis Water and Power properties, 
and with an actual cast investment of 
$58,000,000, there are at the disposal 
of the United Properties company re- 
sourees of foreign enpital of $35,000,- 
000. This vast wealth would be em- 
ployed in construction of docks and 
terminals and the building of a line 
of railways which would extend to 
transcontinental lines. 

The relation of the United Proper- 
ties company and the Western Pacific 
is close and there is a strong indica- 
tion the “foreign capital’ behind this 
is closely allied to the Grand Trunk 
Northern group and that while specu- 
lation runs the gauntlet of conjectures 
as to how and when Jim Hill would 
sucered in foreing an entranee into 
California, Hi'l has aecomplished a 
coup of vastly greater dimensions 
than were imagined in the wildest 
conjectures that have found their way 
into print recently.

$90,000 FOR ALBERTA SCHOOLS 


Minister of Education Decides to Dis-| 


tribute Portion of the Funds of 
the Educational Tax 


Calgary.—The minister of education 
has decided to distribute a portion of 


the funds derived from the educatonal | 


tax wheh is each year levied on as- 
sessable lands situated outside estab- 
lished school districts. 

The act provides for a division of 
the revenue obtiined from this source 
in the following proportion—20 ‘per 
cent. for the provincial university, 50 
per cent. for our elementary public 
schools, 15 per cent. for the secondary 


departments of these schools and 15 


per cent, for an initial grant to new) 


school districts organized from lands 
which have been contributing towards 
this tax. 

The amount now being distributed 
among the schools of the province 
amounts to about $90,000, over 
per cent. of which will go to the ele- 
mentary schools. 

This distribution does not by any 
means exhaust the fund, so that from 
time to time similar distributions will 
be made. 


GOVERNMENT TO BUILD ROAD 


Will Give Running Rights to All and 
Exercise the Control of 
Rates 

Ottawa, Ont.—The Citizen says: 
The government policy with reference 
to the Hudson's Bay railway will be 
determined shortly. That the line 
will be built is settled. That it will 
be owed in perpetuity by the govern- 
ment is certain, 

The question soon to be determined 
is that of operation, and the govern- 
ment hesitates, being urged on the 
one side that the rolling stock and 
the men could be employed but four 
or five months of the year and would 
be idle during the rest.

| RECLAMATION OF LAND 


Mr. Ogilvie Estimates That Three 
Million Acres Can be Made at 
Reasonable Cost 
Ottawa.—Hon. Wm. Ogilvie has 
} been with an exploration party — in 
the unknown parts of the Northwest 
jand the Nelson and Saskatchewan 
rivers for the purpose of securing ac- 
curate information regarding the loca- 
tion of unknown water falls contigu- 
ous to these rivers and to determine 

the velocity of the rapids. 

A lengthy report is also in the 
course of preparation for the depart- 
ment of public works on the feasi- 
bility of making the Saskatchewan 
river navigable for boats drawing 
from 8 to 10 feet from Lake Winnipeg 
to Edmonton. 

This proposal will have Mr. Ogil- 
vie’s endorsation and especially the 
}section from Lake Winnipeg to Prince 
Albert. He believes a water way do- 
ing away with a long rail haul would 
develop the coal industry of the Pas 
mountains, 


The reclamation scheme of lands 
at the Pas will affect 3.000,000 acres, 
which Mr. Ogilvie believes ean be 


done at a reasonable cost by a system 
of drainage, the water finding its way 
naturally to the many rivers adjac- 
ent. The reclaimed land, he stated, 
would be more fertile than any under 
cultivations in the Dominion.

“CORONATION OF KING GEORGE WILL HAVE TO RUSH WORK 
| 


Thousands Will Witness Impressive 
Spectacle—Splendid Music to 
be Provided 

London, Eng.—An_ interesting fea- 
ture of King George’s coronation will 
be the provision of a third throne for 
Queen Alexandra. This will be placed 
upon the left of the King’s coronation 
chair, Queen Mary being on the 
right. 

The two queens’ chairs will be iden- 
tical in height, and each two steps 
lower than that of the king. 

Westminster Abbey is to be closed 
to the public from the middle of Feb- 
ruary, when it will be handed over to 
the office of works. When this takes 
place a complete transformation in 
the interior of the building will com- 
mence. 

At the crowning of King Edward at 
least seven thousand spectators were 
present, and this number is likely to 
be considerably exceeded, since King 
George has laid it down that accom- 
modation is to be provided for the 
members of the commons and _ their 
ladies. Two tickets will be available 
for every member, and these will be 
issued early in the new year. 

Every member of the House of 
Lords is entitled to a ticket for the 
ceremony and another for a lady, and 
these demands must be satisfied be- 
fore any other claims are considered, 
even those of foreign royalties or their 
representatives, 

This extra accommodation will be 
provided by erecting galleries in the 
chapel of King Edward the Confessor, 
which commends an excellent view of 
the whole ceremonial. 

These galleries were built prior to 
‘the coronation of King Fdward, but 
were not used because His Majesty 
feared they mi¢ht obstruct the view 
of the distinguished visitors. 


WILL CAUSE UNTOLD LOSS 


Savings Representing Life Toil of 
Many Families Will Be 
Wiped Out 
Toronto.—The wreck of the Farm- 
ers’ Bank bids fair to result in loss 
and suffering, compared to which the 
after effects of the collapse of the On- 
tario Bank were trifling. At a meet- 
ing of Halton farmers in Milton, a 
meeting held for the purpose of talk- 
ing over the affairs of the bank, it be- 
came plain that the insolvency of the 
bank means ruin to many of the 

shareholders and depositors. 

Sums, representing the life toil of 
families in rural Ontario, went into 
the Farmers’ Bank. The money in- 
vested is gone, the deposits are not 
likely to be heard of again except to 
the extent of 25 cents on the dollar, 
and there is the certainty of a hun- 
dred per cent. double liability call. 
To satisfy the claim, in many cases, 
the farmer shareholders must sacri- 
fice practically all they have in the 
world. 

It is even said now among financial 
men that twenty-five cents is more 
than the bank can be expected to pay. 


WILL TEST VALUE OF PEAT 


Interesting Statement Has Been Made 
by the Director of the Canadian 
Department of Mines 
Ottawa.—That Peat will be one of 
Canada’s greatest industries was the 
statement of Dr. Eugene Haanel, di- 
rector of the Mines department  re- 

cently. 

He added that next year the depart- 
ment intends making tests in Mani- 
toba to find the fuel value of the 
largest deposits of peat which have 
been reported there. He added it 
would mean a great thing for Mani- 
toba should the deposits prove to have 
strong calorific power, as the price of 
con] in the West is high 

He steted thet the government had 
no intention of crrrying on the peat 
industry, but would continue to oper- 
ete the testing plant at Alfred, Ont. 


Dr. Haanel has received word of a 
man in this city who experimented 
with peat as a domestic fuel and 


found it a success, saving $33.75 on 
his winter’s coal bill. 


ROAD TO FAIRBANKS 


Thirty Million Dollars Will Be Spent 
on the Copper River and North- 
western Road. 

Seattle, Wash.—Work on the exten- 
|sion of the Copper River & North- 
| western railroad toward Fairbanks, in 
the Tanana gold district, will be be- 
gun about March 1, when the line to 
Kinnecott is to be completed, —ac- 
cording to information, received here. 
The northern extension will begin at 
Chitina and will be pushed toward 
Fairbanks as rapidly as possible. 
The distance from Chitina to Fair- 
banks is about 300 miles. The esti- 
mated extension will involve the ex- 
penditure of thirty millions, and will 
be the largest project yet undertaken 

in Alaska. 

Chitina is 150 miles from Cordova,

PORTUGAL ALARMED 


Report of a Correspondent Who May 
Know About the Present 
Conditions 

Paris.—A despateh to The Temps 
from Madrid states that advices from 
| Lisbon describe ths political situa- 
| tion in the new repubtie of Portugal 
as threatening. The government is 
reported as not sure of the loyalty of 
the army and navy, while as a meas- 
ure of precaution three cruisers have 
been ordered to leave for Lisbon. 

The population is becoming alerm- 
ed. The correspondent of The Temps 
adds that the activity of the working 
classes in Portugal is another cause 
of uneasiness, strikers in the various 
trades frequently making demands, 
which it is impossible to meet.

senate alone is required to the con- 
clusion of a treaty, yet in the case 
of a reciprocity trade treaty the house 
of representatives must be afforded an 
opportunity to deal with the subject.

Washington.—An international rail- 
way commission With supervisory au- 


thority ever tue railways operating 
between the United States and Can- 
ada is assured. After many months 
}of negotiations beiweer the govern- 


ments of the United States and Can- 
ada a conclusion has been reached, 
which means that in the course of pos- 
sibly a few months regulatory authnor- 
ity will be extended over railways op 
erating between tue two countries, 

For several days Cnairman Martin 
A. Knapp, of the Interstate Commerce 
;commission, and Hon. J. P. Mabee, 
chief commissioner of the Railway 
commission of Canada, have been in 
conference as the representatives of 
their governments on the subject of 
an international railway conmimission. 
The commissioners reached an agree- 
ment last Wednesday. Since that 
time they have been working out the 
details of the report. 


As it is a diplomatic matter, the 
commissioners were directed by the 
state department not to make public 


at present the result of their negotia- 
tions. The text of the report, there 
fore, is not available. 

It. is known, however, that the com- 
missioners have agreed as to the ad- 
visability of the creation of an inter- 
national railway commission, which 
shall have supervisory authority over 
the railway lines doing an interna- 
tional business between the two coun- 
tries, 

This authority is to extend to the 
regulation of international rates, both 
freight and pussenger, and by the 
exercise of the powers conferred upon 
jit the international commission may 
jprese ibe through rouies and joint 
rates and through bills of lading be- 
tween points in one country to points 
in the other. 

The commission have authority over 
ell international transportation and 
may be appealed to by shippers and 
carriers in each country for relief 
from what they mey deem oppressive 
methods or regulations or excessive or 
unreasonable rates, 

The prineipal subject under discus- 
sion by the designated representatives 
of the two governments was the 
method by which the commission 
should be ereeted. It finally was de- 
cided to recommend that the errange- 
ment between the two countries 
should be eoncluded by a_ treaty 
rather than by joint legislation. 


In the nature of things it will be 
necessary to have whatever treaty 
may be negotiated submitted to the 
United States senate. No serious 
difficulty in that regard is antici- 
pated, 

The report of the commissioners 
having been submitted to the two 
governments arrangements  immedi- 


ately will be concluded between them 
for a treaty in consonance with the 
terms of the repoit. Once this treaty 
is arranged it will be submitted to 
ithe senate.

A well-attended meeting of rate- 


payers of Strathmore was held in 
the Fire Hall .n ‘Tuesday evening. 
Mr F. I. McElhoes was appointed 
chairman of the meeting and Mr W.

One knows of no life that opened 
with more brilliant promise than did 
Lord Rosebery’s, of uo life that ex 
panded so rapidly to a prospect ot 
wide achievement and noble purpose 
He made hie first speech in the House 
of Lords at the opening ot Parliament 
in 1871. The occasion was considered 
memorable, as the Queen opened Pur 
liament in person. Lord Rosebery 
seconded the address in a speech that 
wou him many warm opinions. Fron 
the very first he was recognized as a 
young man marked down for unusua. 
distinction. As at school, where he 
was “the wisest boy that ever lived’ 
and at Oxford, where he left so en- 
viable a legacy of admiration and re 
gard, his precocity during his early 
political years was considered remark 
able.

He 
was recognized by all parties as a 
of strength and resolution, 
as one who was intellectually capabie 
of resolving all the heterogeneous tac- 
tors of Kuropean politics into just and 
yroper perspective. His exceptioual 
readth of outlook, enabling lim, as 
it has always done, to understand va- 
rious and antithetical points of view, 
and w enter into atmospheres and 
conditions peculiar to this or that lo- 
cality, social class or country, render- 
ed him particularly fitted for the tasks 
of the Foreign Othee, although it way 
be surmised that such a versatility of 
sympathies and so complex a power 
of observation, seeing all things in 
every relative light and changing sha- 
dow, must have retarded rather than 
assisted his personal advancement to 
political supremacy.

The Seasonable Chrysanthemum an 
Easily Made Blossom. 

With taste and care crape paper 
tiakes up ‘nto all manner of pretty 
things, from flowers to table centers, 
and especially for Thanksgiving dec- 
orations is this flower desirable. 

The materials required for chrysan- 


themums are a portion of a roll of | 
paper in a delicate shade of pale yel- | 


low or pink of the crinkled variety. 
Some stout or medium plain wire, a 
small glass headed hatpin, a few 
strips of dull green tissue paper for 
the stems and a little foliage. 

A word or two on the subject of 
leaves. It is always better to use mil-

linery foliage or leave out foliage al- 
together, 

The crinkled paper must be cut ip 
two strips, one longer and narrower 
than the other. The smaller strip 
should measure 12 by 4 inches, and 
the second and outside strip should 
by eighteen inches long by seven inch- 
es broad. Fold the strips lengthwise 
and cut down widthwise into narrow 
strips running the way of the grain 
These strips must have their tips slo- 
ped, as they are to represent the petals, 
Next lay the narrow strip on the knee 
or on a cloth cushion and hold firmly 
with the left hand. Take the glass 
headed hatpin in the right hand and, 
placing the head on the tip of the 
paper petal, draw the pin head slowly 
toward the base of the strip. The 
paper is more or less stroked into 
turning over like the petals of the 
real flower, The second and wider 
strip is served in the same way and is 
then laid on one side. Take up the 
first piece of paper and wind it tightly 
round a small piece of wire, the tip 
of which has been bent to form a hook, 
so thut all the petals fall inward over 
one another, Wire this strip first be- 
fore adding the other. Treat the sec- 
ond strip of petals in the same way 
and wire into position, leaving a 
double piece of the stout wire to form 
the stem, This is covered by winding 


a narrow strip of moss green tissue 
paper down the length and adding a 


few chrysanthemuin leaves down the 
stem,

| LESSON 11.—FIRST QUAK 
JAN. 8, 1911 


| All the predictions and foreshadow- 
jings of Scripture and their fulfillments 
snould be of the greatest possible in- 
terest to every child of God, and be- 
fore we leave the story of Rehoboam 
we should notice that in the fifth year 
of his reign, or just about thirty-four 
years after the temple was completed, 
it was plundered by Shishak, king of 
| Egypt. Compare 1 Kings vi, 38, and 
Il Chron. xii, 2, 9. In John ii, 19-21, 
the Lord Jesus spoke of Himself as 
the temple and of His death and re- 
surrection, and He must have bo 
about thirty-four years of age 
He was crucified. amed 
In the lesson of today we are in- 
troduced to Jeroboam, son of Nebat, 
the first king of the ten tribes, and 
afterward spoken of over twenty times 
as the man who made Israel to sin, 
and this he did deliberately, although 
he had been told that the kingdom 
had been divided and part of it given 
to him because of this very sin of 
idolatry on the part of Solomon 
(chapter xi, 31-38). He had also been 
told that if he would do right in the 
sight of the Lord the Lord would be 
{with him and build him a sure house. 
He seems, however, to have had no 
confidence in the assurance of the 
Lord, but was afraid that if the peo- 
ple went to Jerusalem to offer sacri- 
fice in the house of the Lord the 
kingdom would return to the house of 


David. So he took counsel and made 
two calves of gold, placing one in 
Bethel and one in Dan, for the 


people to worship and said, ‘Behold 
thy gods, O Israel, which brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt’ 
(verse 28). There is an evil one, the 
devil, who hates the living and true 
God and His word and His people 
and ever seeks to have people worship 
him instead of God. Whatever is not 
the worship of God is the worship cf 
the devil and of demons, and all idol- 
atry is of the devil (Deut. xxxii, 16, 
17; I Cor. x, 20; Ps. evi, ; The 
great deceiver and enemy of God and 
man sought to have even the Son of 
God worship him and. to that end 
offered Him all the kingdoms of the 
world and the glory of them (Matt. 
iv, 8-10). He will ere this age closes, 
but after the church has been caught 
away, possess a man whom all the 
world will worship except those whose 
names are in the book of life (Rev. 
xiii, 4-8). This Jeroboam and al? 
others from Cain onward to the anti- 
christ of the last days, who do net be- 
lieve God and therefore do believe the 
levil, are all one family and on their 
way to the place prepared for the 
levil and his angels (Matt. xxv, 41). 

In verse 28 we read that the king 
took counsel, but it was certainly not 
of God, reminding us of Isa. xxx, 1, 
2; viii, 9. 10, for it is only the coun- 
sel of the Lord that stands (Ps 
xxxiii, 10, 11). The whole thing was 
a device of his own heart, like the 
false prophets of Jer, xxiii, 16, 26, 
whom the Lord did not send, and 
therefore the devil did. Three of the 
places mentioned in our lesson were 
places of the greatest possible interest 
to a child of God, and if Jeroboam 
had been such he eould not but have 
profited greatly by the recollection of 


what had happened there. Two of 
them, Sheechem and Bethel, would 
have reminded him of an altar unto 


the Lord and of the Lord’s appearing 
to Abraham and te Jacob (Gen, xii 
and xxviii). At Penuel or Peniel the 


Lord wrestled with Jacob, humbled 
him and gave him his new name of 
Ierael, and Jacob said, “I have seen 
God. face to face’? (Gen, xxxii). At 
Shecham Joshua delivered his fare- 
vell address to Israel, which might 
have done Jeroboam good if he could 
have read it, for he greatly needed 


such words 
There also the body of Joseph was 


buried, which the children of Israel 
brought out of Egypt (Josh. xxiv). 
And there the Lord Jesus sat on 


Jacob's well and saved the woman of 
Samaria (John iv) and afterward 
many others. Dan was the northern 
boundary of the land, and Bethel was 
in the south of the ten tribes, so that 


Jerohboam might be said to have fill- 
ed the land with idolatry from north 
to south. How fearful and horrible! 
(Jer. v, 80, 31.) The prophet Ahijah 


was commissioned to tell Jeroboam by 


the mouth of his wife that because 
of his sin the Lord would root up 
Israel out of the land and seatter 


them beyond the river (chapter xiv, 
12-16), ‘ 

If an expression ean be a key to a 
chapter, then chapter xiii is the great- 
est “man of God" chapter in the 
Bible, for the title is found there fif- 


teen times, though the name of the 
men of God is not given. 

It is a marvellous record and a 
most solemn warning not to believe 


even an angel nor a prophet, however 
venerable, if his testimony is con- 
trary to the word of God. It may be 
that the Apostle Paul had it in mind 
when he, by the Spirit, wrote Gal. i, 
8. in chapter xiii, 2, we have Jos 

the king, mentioned by name nif) 
300 years before he was born, and ¥.. 
fulfillment of this prediction concern- 
ing him is recorded in IT Kings xxiii, 
15-17. May this prediction and fulfill- 
ment strengthen us to believe firmly 
that every prediction in Seripture 
shall be as literally fulfilled. Read 
carefully this wonderful chdpter.

BANK OF ENGLAND NOTES. 


Qualities Which Prevent Their Being 
Counterfeited Successfully. 


About the year 1819 a great outcry 
was raised against the Bank of Eng- 
land for not adopting a style of note 


' that could not be imitated and at the 


same time preventing the sacrifice of 


life which at that period was common, | 


the punishment for forgery being 
death. The subject at last became so 
pressing that the Goverment appoint- 
ed commissioners to investigate the 
cause of the numerous forgeries and 
whether a mode could be devised 
whereby the forging of bank nutes 
might be prevented. 

Previous to this investigation the 
directors of the bank had been en- 
deavoring to remedy the evil, many 
lans having been submitted to them, 
all of which they were obliged to re- 
ject. 

The bank placed before the com- 
missioners 180 different projects that 
had been recommended for adoption 
and and 70 varieties of paper made by 
way of experiment. The result of all 
this labor was the bank note of to- 
day. 

The color of the paper is peculiar, 
and cannot be imitated exactly by 
counterfeiters except at great expense. 
The combined thinness and strength of 
the paper ate also unique. It is made 
in sheets large enough for two notes. 
Each note before it is sized weighs 
about 18 grains and then if doubled it 
is strong enough to suspend a weight 
oi 36 pounds. 

The texture of the paper is also pe- 
culiar. It has a crisp feel invariably 
the same and such that bank clerks 
of experience can readily detect for- 
series by this test alone. Then the 
wire mark impressed in the making 
by a frame, costly to make and diffi- 
cult to use, is practically inimitable. 

Each note has thin rough edges 
uncut not to be produced by any note 
of cutting paper that is not devised 
expressly for the purpose. The paper 
for printing is damped with water in 
the exhausted receiver of an air pump, 
The ink used in the plate printing 18 
made of Frankfort black, which is 
composed of the charcoals of the ten- 
dri!s and husks of the German grape 
ground with linseed oil. This ink has 
a peculiar and very deep shade of 
black, common black inks being tint 
ed either with blue or brown. 


Giant Birds Now Extinct. 


In the British Museum, and in sev- 
continental institutions for the 


eral 

advacement of science, there may be 
seen specimens of birds’ eggs which 
ure almost as large as a two-ge 
jug. These eggs were laid by the 


epiornis, an extinct and gigantic bird 
of Madagascar. The cubic bulk of an 
epiornis egg is eight times that of the 
eg’ of the ostrich, which means that 
each of them is equal in point of ca- 
pacity to 150 hens’ eggs. 

The first discovery of these interest- 
ing relics of past times was made by 
the captain of a merchant vessel 
which had stopped at a port on the 
northeastern coast of Madagascar to 
trade with the natives. During the 
stay at this point the curious vessels 
used by the natives for water vases 
attracted the attention of the captain, 
Upon investigation it was found that 
these odd utensils were in reality gi- 
gantic egg shells cut in halves. 

Upon questioning the water carriers 
in regard to the bird that laid the 
eggs, and the place where they were 
procured, the captain was given to 
understand that the bird itself was 
unknown, but that the eggs were dis- 
covered in a large sand bank some 
distance away in the up-country, and 
could not be found elsewhere, to the 
knowledge of the natives. An offer 
to purchase al] that could be procur- 
ed soon resulted in the discovery of 
several fine specimens, all of which 
fell into the hands of Isadore G. St. 
Hilaire, the French naturalist. These 
curiosities were afterward distributed 
among the largest museums
